WHEREAS,  Homeless  youth  and  young  adults  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  are

WHEREAS,  Whereas,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  Lou  Silver  Harrison  burst  onto  the  scene  and  began  to  delight,  dismay,  and  define 
his  own  world  arts,  while  passionately  defending  personal  freedoms  with  grace;  and 

WHEREAS,  Regarded  internationally  as  a  leading  figure  in  the  world  of  composing, 
Harrison  is  a  true  musical  visionary  who  traded  his  fast-paced  New  York  career  for  a  remote 
cabin  in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  nearly  sixty  years  ago,  Lou  Harrison  began  composing  in  a 
new  style,  which  he  rooted  in  a  passionate  belief  in  social  equity,  international  citizenry,  and 
the  interconnectedness  of  all  life.

[Urging  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  (BART)  to  implement  parking 
charges  in  order  to  balance  BART's  operating  budget.] 

Resolution  urging  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  to  adopt  parking  charges,  rather 
than  increase  fares  or  cut  back  service,  if  additional  revenues  are  necessary  to  balance 
BART's  operating  budget. 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did,  together  with  the 
people  of  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  counties,  agree  to  form  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District  (BART),  in  order  to  construct  a  three-county  rail  rapid  transit  system, 
and  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  paid  property  and  sales  taxes  in 
to  fund  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  BART  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART  presently  operates  a  system  with  39  stations  and  41 ,315  parking 
spaces,  with  eight  stations  and  45  parking  spaces  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  according  to  BART's  2001  revised  budget,  BART  currently  raises  59 
percent  of  its  operating  revenue  from  fares,  35  percent  from  a  three-eighths  cent  sales  tax  in 
the  three  BART  member  counties,  and  6  percent  from  other  sources,  chiefly  leases  and 
advertising  revenue;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART  parking  is  largely  offered  free  of  charge  at  all  stations;  and 
WHEREAS,  a  1993  BART  study  of  operating  costs  identified  a  cost  of  $7.1  million  per 
year  to  operate  BART  parking  spaces,  which  amounted  to  $18.58  per  month  in  parking  lots 
and  $28.33  in  parking  structures,  exclusive  of  BART's  considerable  land  and  capital  costs; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  BART's  2000  Comprehensive  Parking  Policy  concluded  that  "neither  the 
capital  nor  operating  costs  of  providing  parking  are  currently  recovered  from  parkers,"  which 
effectively  passes  the  substantial  cost  of  providing  parking  at  BART  to  BART  riders  who  do 
not  park;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART's  policy  of  providing  parking  at  BART  stations  at  no  charge,  and 
passing  the  capital  and  operating  costs  of  BART  parking  along  to  all  BART  riders,  including 
BART  riders  who  do  not  park,  sets  up  a  perverse  incentive  which  encourages  riders  who  can 
walk,  bicycle,  carpool,  or  take  public  transit  to  BART  to  drive  and  park  instead;  and 

WHEREAS,  Encouraging  BART  riders  to  walk,  bicycle,  and  take  public  transit  to 
access  BART  stations,  rather  than  encouraging  BART  riders  to  drive  to  and  park  at  BART 
stations,  will  decrease  local  traffic  congestion,  reduce  air  pollution  from  automobile  exhaust, 
improve  bicycle  and  pedestrian  safety  around  BART  stations,  free  valuable  land  around  BART 
stations  for  transit-oriented  development,  and  lower  BART's  capital  and  operating  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART's  2000  Comprehensive  Parking  Policy  documented  that  "BART 
parkers  have  higher  income  than  BART  riders  in  general — 46  percent  of  parkers  have 
incomes  greater  than  $75,000,  while  30  percent  of  all  riders  have  similar  incomes,"  and  also 
documented  that  although  10%  of  all  BART  riders  earned  less  than  $15,000  per  year,  only  2% 
of  BART  parkers  earned  less  than  $1 5,000  per  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  BART  policy  of  providing  parking  at  no  cost  raises  serious  questions  of 
social  justice  and  equity,  by  passing  along  the  costs  of  parking  for  generally  more  affluent 
BART  parkers  disproportionately  to  BART's  lower-income  and  transit-dependent  riders;  and 

WHEREAS.  BART  has  indicated  that,  in  response  to  drastically  lower  passenger  fare 
and  sales  tax  revenue  brought  about  by  the  current  recession,  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise 
fares,  impose  parking  charges,  and/or  make  service  cuts;  now,  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  encourages  BART  to  adopt 
parking  charges  for  riders  who  park  at  BART  during  commute  hours,  as  an  alternative  to 
either  raising  BART  fares  or  cutting  back  BART  service  in  a  manner  which  diminishes  service 
quality;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges  BART  to 
work  cooperatively  with  the  cities  and  counties  that  BART  serves,  and  with  the  transit

Resolution  remembering  the  hundreds  of  people  who  have  died  on  the  San  Francisco 
streets  and  declaring  May  19,  2002  as  "a  day  of  love  and  sorrow,  remembering)  more 
than  77  men,  women  and  children  who  died  homeless  in  San  Francisco  in  2001=" 

WHEREAS,  At  least  100  homeless  people  have  died  each  year  since  1987  and  over 
77  homeless  individuals  have  died  on  the  San  Francisco  streets  in  2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  official  records  kept  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  at  least

WHEREAS,  the  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Act  of  1989  mandates  that 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  divert  50%  of  all  waste  generated  by  the  year  2000  or 
by  approved  extension,  or  otherwise  be  subject  to  fines  of  up  to  $10,000  per  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  composting  is  increasingly  used  as  a  preferred  waste  diversion 
management  strategy  for  landscaping  debris  and  other  organic  or  compostable  material  in 
California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  more  than  337,000  tons  per  year  of  the  San  Francisco  waste  stream  is 
organic  or  compostable  material;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  order  for  San  Francisco  to  exceed  State  mandated  waste  diversion 
goals,  nearly  80,000  tons  per  year  of  compostable  materials  in  the  City  must  be  diverted  from 
landfill  to  available  composting  facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adopted  an  Integrated  Pest 
Management  Ordinance  in  1996  mandating  that  San  Francisco  minimize  its  pesticide  use  and 
reduce  the  negative  impact  of  pesticides  on  people  and  the  environment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Clopyralid  is  an  active  ingredient  in  a  variety  of  pesticides  products;  and 

WHEREAS,  Clopyralid  is  a  persistent  pesticide  used  primarily  on  lawns  and  in 
agriculture  to  kill  targeted  broad-leaf  plants,  such  as  dandelions,  clover  and  thistle;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  use  of  products  containing  Clopyralid  is  rapidly  increasing  in  the  State 
of  California,  from  16.5  lbs.  in  1997  to  13,176  lbs.  in  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Clopyralid  is  extremely  toxic  to  many  non-target  plants  including  broadleaf 
ornamentals  and  vegetables,  and  can  damage  plants  at  levels  as  low  as  1  part  per  billion; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  Composts  are  used  to  fertilize  gardens  and  hence  produce  a  food  source 
for  humans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Clopyralid  has  been  found  to  persist  through  the  composting  process  at 
levels  well  in  excess  of  amounts  that  can  damage  plants  at  composting  facilities,  it  has  been 
found  in  compost  from  19  facilities  in  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance  does  not  currently  include  any 
products  including  Clopyralid  but  does  not  explicitly  ban  products  containing  Clopyralid  on  the 
"Approved  List  of  Reduced  Risk  Pesticides";  and, 

WHEREAS,  alternatives  to  Clopyralid  exist  to  control  broadleaf  plants  that  include  other 
chemical  pesticides  as  well  as  pesticide-free  practices  for  turf  maintenance;  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
support  Assembly  Member  Keeley's  Assembly  Bill  2356,  that  would  ban  the  use  of  Clopyralid;

on  the  market,  and  to  compensate  compost  producers  and  compost  product  users  for 
damages  suffered  due  to  the  use  of  Clopyralid  or  other  persistent  pesticide  contaminated 
compost.

Resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Congress  to  adopt  and  President  Bush  to  sign  Senator 
Barbara  Boxer's  California  Wild  Heritage  Wilderness  Act  of  2002. 


WHEREAS,  The  California  Wild  Heritage  Wilderness  Act  of  2002  will  protect  more  than 
2.4  million  acres  in  75  areas  and  21  wild  rivers  throughout  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  bill  is  similar  in  size  and  scope  to  other  major  wilderness  bills,  such  as 
the  1984  California  Wilderness  Bill  which  contained  2.3  million  acres  and  the  1993  California 
Desert  Conservation  Act  which  contained  7.6  million  acres;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  areas  protected  by  the  California  Wild  Heritage  Wilderness  Act 
represent  a  wide  diversity  of  ecosystems  in  36  counties  and  include  wild  coastline,  old  growth 
forests,  critical  habitat  for  the  desert  tortoise,  ancient  bristlecone  pines,  natural  chaparral  and 
pinyon-juniper  forests  above  Los  Angeles,  an  unprotected  14,000  foot  mountain  range  on  the 
edge  of  the  Great  Basin,  and  spawning  streams  for  endangered  salmon  and  steelhead;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Senator  Boxer  and  her  staff  have  worked  diligently  for  two  years  in 
consultation  with  other  elected  officials,  recreation  organizations,  ranchers,  California  Indian 
tribes,  environmentalists,  and  federal,  state,  and  local  agencies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  bill  was  developed  with  additional  consultation  from  ranchers  with 
grazing  permits,  youth  camps  adjacent  to  areas,  nearby  businesses,  mountain  bike  clubs, 
horseback  riding  groups,  off  road  vehicle  organizations,  angling  clubs,  and  many  local 
landowners;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  legislation  addresses  the  need  for  compatible  uses  of  these

(i)  New  tourist  hotels  are  not  permitted  unless  such  hotels  contain  9  or  more  single 
room  occupancy  rooms  or  apartments  for  rent  of  which  at  least  40%  will  be  rented  at  below 
market  rates  under  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  Guidelines,  and  contain  at  least  1000  gross 
square  feet  of  Administrative  Services  Space  devoted  to  a  non-profit  tenant  at  a  below  market 
rental  rate. 

(ii)  Any  demolition  of  a  residential  use  is  prohibited,  except  to  construct  an 
"affordable  housing  project"  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  313.1. 

(iii)  For  any  change  of  use,  whether  or  not  it  is  considered  a  change  of  use  under 
the  Building  Code,  a  discretionary  review  hearing  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  posting  of 
a  sign  on  the  property  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Planning  Code  Section  306.8 
are  mandatory. 

(iv)  All  new  market-rate  housing  projects  or  conversions  of  existing  residential  uses 
to  market-rate  housing  shall  require  conditional  use  authorization,  unless  a  new  market  rate 
housing  project  contains  10  or  more  group  housing  units,  and  contains  9  or  more  single  room 
occupancy  rooms  or  apartments  of  which  at  least  40%  will  be  rented  at  below  market  rates 
under  Mayor's'Office  of  Housing  Guidelines. 

(v)  The  following  shall  be  a  principal  permitted  use: 

(A)  projects  where  at  least  25%  of  the  units  are  affordable  to  persons  earning  60% 
of  the  area  mean  income  (AMI); 

(B)  senior  housing  projects  in  which  all  units  are  affordable  to  persons  earning  60% 
of  the  AMI; 
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(C)  limited  equity  cooperative  projects;  and 

(D)  community  land  trust. 

(vi)  In  areas  zoned  M-1  and  M-2,  no  office  use  (which  includes  an  "information 
technology"  use)  in  excess  of  1 ,500  gross  square  feet  is  permitted  unless  it  is  a  "community 
service  "  use  as  defined  in  these  controls. 

(vii)  In  areas  zoned  C-1 ,  C-2,  C-3-0,  C-3-R,  C-3-G,  C-3-S,  and  C-M,  a  utility 
installation  as  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  209.6(b)  shall  require  a  conditional  use 
authorization;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  the  Mission  District  Interim  Controls,  the

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection  with  the 
projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  City 
intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such  prior  expenditures  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare  its 
reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent 
borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (18)  months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on 
which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in 
no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid:  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Bonds 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure; 
/// 
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WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Section  15(d)  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  City 
may  adopt  a  supplemental  resolution,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  to  cure 
any  ambiguity,  supply  and  omission,  or  cure  or  correct  any  defect  or  inconsistent  provision  of 
the  Authorizing  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  any  series  of  Bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  desires  to  cure  an  inconsistency  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  Section  9(b)  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  reflect  the  current  practice  of  the 
City  Treasurer;  and, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  exist, 
have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  on 

file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  contained  in  File  No.    020759  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Bonds.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes 
$6, 210, 000 

the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $fe>r60t)70UU  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities 
Bonds,  1997),  Series  2002A"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to 
determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to 
the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess 
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of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  (ii)  the  Bonds  shall  not  have  a 
final  maturity  date  after  June  15,  2022;  and  (iii)  any  original  issue  discount  on  the  purchase  of 
the  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  2%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from 
other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall 
be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in 
sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or 
impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City,  and  to  deliver 
the  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof  all 
in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially 
in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth 
herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or 
required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  and 
registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  valid  or 
obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of 
/// 
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the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been 
duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record  thereof 
which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bonds, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register 
or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Bonds  as  herein  provided. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may,  in  accordance  with  its 
terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly  authorized 
attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied 
by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Any  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  series,  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the  designated  City 
officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  interest  rate  and  maturity  in 
a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 
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No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City  Treasurer 
during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each  interest 
payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have  been 
mailed  with  respect  to  such  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Bonds  shall  each 
be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Bonds  are  sold  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated 
Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section  13  hereof  (the  "Bond 
Award").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  date  thereof  until  paid  at  rates  to  be 
determined  upon  sale  of  the  Bonds  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of 
twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2002,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on 
June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the 
Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of 
America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful 
money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City 
Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month 
immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day 
is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date 
of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the  period  from  the 
Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive, 
in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is 
authenticated  on  or  before  November  30,  2002  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
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that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Bonds,  such  Bond 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid 
or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest 
payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book- 
entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Bond  shall  be  paid 
by  check  mailed  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration 
books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  occurs  on  a  day  that 
banks  in  California  and  New  York  are  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made 
on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business 
and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of 
the  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date 
preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial 
bank  located  within  the  continental  United  States.  For  so  long  the  Bonds  are  held  in  book- 
entry  only  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof, 
payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities 
depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  2010  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity. 
The  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  201 1  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities, 
at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date 
(with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a  maturity) 
on  or  after  June  15,  2010  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  at 
redemption  prices  equal  to  101%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Bonds 
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are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of 
0.5%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption,  or  such  other 
redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for 
which  the  purchaser  therefor  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to 
that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  The  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal  and  interest  on 
Series  2002A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2002A 
Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption,  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on 
deposit  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  sucn 
payment  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and 
when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales 
commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

The  date  on  which  the  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail, 
or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Bonds  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the 
dates  of  maturity  of  the  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the 
case  of  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
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(e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or 
his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the 
designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such 
notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds  or  the 
cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Bonds  on  the  redemption  date. 

At  least  five  (5)  days  before  the  above  redemption  notice  date,  notice  also  shall  be 
given,  or  cause  to  be  given,  by  the  City  Treasurer  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mailt  postage 
prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all 
organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities 
depositories,  (b)  to  at  least  two  information  services  of  national  recognition  which  disseminate 
redemption  information  with  respect  to  municipal  securities,  and  (c)  as  may  be  further  required 
in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  Controller  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem 
any  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account 
to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997), 
Series  2002A  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2002A  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or 
on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2002A  Redemption  Account 
moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the 
Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series 
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2002A  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the 
redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption 
date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or 
from  the  Series  2002A  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series 
2002A  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's 
policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys  or  pursuant  to  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding  bonds  or  any  escrow  agreement  relating  thereto.  If, 
after  all  of  the  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2002A  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of 
the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date  are  called  for 
redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding 
Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot  in  any  manner 
which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2002A  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said 
Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and 
paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2002A  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will 
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accrue  on  such  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered 
owners  of  such  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2002A 
Redemption  Account.  All  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and 
shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be 
given  to  the  owners  of  all  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and  notice 
thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not  or 
will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2002A  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  called  for 
redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of 
redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Bond  of  notice  of 
such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2002A  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997) 
Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be 
designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series  2002A  Bond 
Account"  (the  "Series  2002A  Bond  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond 
Account  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 
Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when 
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added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to 
pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the  option  of  the  City 
pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series 
2002A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to  Section  9  of 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained 
in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  and  any  premium 
on  the  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption  premium  on  the  Bonds  as  is  necessary 
or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2002A  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2002A  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  De  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  2002A  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997) 
Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be 
designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series  2002A  Project 
Account"  (the  "Series  2002A  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2002A  Project 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  20C2A  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2002A 
Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
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1  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  reconstruction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the

16  Section  11.  Appointment  of  Securities  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City 

17  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she 

18  |  may  deem  desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of 

19  1 1  the  ownership  of  the  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Bonds 

20  |j  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City  will 

21  j|  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 

22  j  any  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any 

23  |  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that 

24  I  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the 

25  |j  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive

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payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption 
premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other 
action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist 
the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Bonds  may 
be  provided  for  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the 
City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to 
act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Bonds  or  a 
portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of  Bonds 
which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which 
notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be 
deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption 
date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in 
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such  amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without 
reinvestment,  as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to 
pay  the  principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and 
interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the 
obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect 
thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond 
counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this 
Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
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obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to 
Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  "AAA"  by  S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
"AAA"  by  Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the 
escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

Section  13  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
inviting  bids  for  the  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and  completions  as  may  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  sale  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Bonds  copies  of  said  Official 
Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Bonds  to  the  bidder  whose  bid 
represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  Bond 
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1  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of 

2  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the 

3  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

4  Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 

5  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to

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Section  17.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  that, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to 
take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the 
exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may 
be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular 
section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section. 
The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by 
any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code), 
in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  from  gross  income 
for  federal  income  tax  purposes  of  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds" 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof,  shall  not  make  any 
use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the 
Bonds  to  be  "private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that 
end,  so  long  as  any  Bonds  are  outstanding.,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
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Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Bonds  as 
"governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  any  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or  other  funds  of 
the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with 
all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the 
time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  as  it  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This  covenant  shall  survive 
payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  to  comply  with 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby 
approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller,  or  his  designee,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enter  into  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City. 
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Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document 
or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
(provided  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an

aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2002A  Bonds  in  excess  of  $6,-50Gt000  or  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  20-  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolutions.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  in 
connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2002A  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  VIII 
of  Chapter  2  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the 
Series  2002A  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said 
Article  VIII. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller,  or  their 
respective  designees,  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the

"war  against  terrorism,"  by  reaffirming  San  Francisco's  status  as  a  City  and  County  of 
Refuge,  and  an  "I.N.S.  Raid-Free  Zone." 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  values  the  dignity  of  all  its 
residents,  regardless  of  immigration  status,  and  will  make  every  affirmative  effort  to  ensure 
that  all  San  Franciscans  live  in  safety  and  free  from  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1989,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  established  itself  a  City 
and  County  of  Refuge,  recognizing  that  local  police  involvement  in  the  enforcement  of  federal 
immigration  law  endangers  public  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1999,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  declared  itself  an  "I.N.S. 
Raid-Free  Zone,"  recognizing  that  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  (I.N.S.)  often 
violates  civil  and  human  rights  during  its  raids,  arrests  and  detentions,  and  that  such  I.N.S.

PHOENIX  HIGH  SCHOOL  TO  THE  CURRENT  SCHOOL  OF  THE  ARTS  CAMPUS  WHICH 
IS  A  MORE  EDUCATION-FRIENDLY  AND  SAFE  ENVIRONMENT. 

WHEREAS,  The  current  location  of  Phoenix  High  School  (1950  Mission,  between  15th 
and  16th  Street)  is  not  suitable  for  acceptable  educational  quality;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  area  surrounding  the  school  does  not  resemble  an  educational 
environment,  but  a  hazardous  one;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  current  location,  students  are  bombarded  with  images  and 
experiences  with  drug  dealers,  prostitution,  and  gang  violence;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  reported  by  faculty  members,  last  year  over  three  students  were 
recruited  into  prostitution  and  many  more  into  drug  dealing  and  using;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Students  at  Phoenix  High  School  take  classes  in  bungalows  and  have  no 
access  to  a  library,  limited  cafeteria,  or  limited  recreational  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  County  Community  School  students  deserve  an  equal  opportunity  to 
receive  a  decent  education  and  a  sense  of  hope  in  higher  education;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  students  at  Phoenix  High  School  are  less  motivated  to  succeed  and
